DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Application/Amendment/Claims 

Applicant's response filed June 1, 2004 has been considered. Rejections and/or 
objections not reiterated from the previous office action mailed March 4, 2004 are hereby 
withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either newly applied or are reiterated 
and are the only rejections and/or objections presently applied to the instant application. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S . C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1, and by dependency all remaining claims 5-10, and 12-15 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. This is a new matter rejection. 

Applicants amended claim 1 is drawn to compounds 8 to 50 nucleotides in length 
targeted to nucleobases 702 through 992 of a nucleotide encoding human phospho lipase A2 
group V of SEQ ID NO: 3. 
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A thorough review of the specification and particularly of Table 1, which lists the oligos 
targeting SEQ ID NO: 3, indicates that applicants had not, previous to this amendment, disclosed 
targeting of the entirety of the newly recited target region of 702 through 992. Accordingly, the 
instant specification is not considered to support claims directed to the region of 702 through 
902, and is thus considered to introduce new matter. For example, applicants teach targeting 
using 20mer oligos nucleotides 834 through 904, and 930 through 950, of the instant SEQ ID 
NO: 3, but do not teach targeting nucleotides 905 through 929 as now claimed. If applicant 
disagrees, applicant is invited to indicate with particularity by page and line number where such 
support exists for the targeting of the entirety of the region now claimed. 

The remaining claims are rejected for their dependency on the rejected base claim, and 
thus no claims are allowed.
